ment in May 2017. Those 
efforts “were mostly unsuc- 
cessful, but that is largely 
because the persons who sur- 
rounded the President declined 
to carry out orders or accede to 
his requests,” Mueller wrote. 
The report’s bottom line

— no collusion with Russia 
but no clear verdict on 
obstruction — but it added 
new layers of detail about 
Trump’s efforts to thwart 
the investigation.
